THE BANISH SIITTATI9IT. 

With all the advantages to tbefiewspoperf, 

of telegraphic despatches, there is one 
serious drawback which wo cannot help 
noticing. Wo have, by Ihc laic steamer, 
news from the Danish seat of war up to 
March 23; yot to gel hold ol any details 
of the Ogbting whichjias taken pluee since 
tho oomniencemeot of hostilitio?, wo must 
refer lo English newspapers, as far back us 
Fobritary lltli, lliiis making a retrograde 
movement of over live weeks. Tho draw- 
back, in this inslanoe, is that events of great 
interest and importance are likely either to bi 
passed by untiolicGd, or at Itiiat Irsalcd willi 
iu' j/Ioience, on nccoiint of the outlines hav- 
ing been riirnialiLd live or Eix wcuks a-hca;! 
of the details. When wo look at the mangn, 
uosatislaolory, and oftentimes erroneous 
' character of our European despatcj^es in con 
"tacotion with the present wor in' Jutland, we 
lind tliB greatest diflV ulty in koepinff our 
readers properly informed on tiiia exciting 
Bubjeet. Wo huvc iiniiortaiit battles an- 
iioiiiiccd ut plaees tlinl have never existed, 
and wo have Danish towns spelled in a man- 
ner that woa|d lead us to fancy the Scandi- 
navian tongae had been superseded by 
Chinook. We shall, however, endeavor, 
nmidst the mars of confused and disjointed 
statement?, to give something liko a con- 
nected description o( the t-eriea of enKai^e- 
tneiils which have been loucht since the ullios 
enteted'tbe Duchies up (ill tho latest dates. 

On the 2d ofFebruary the Austro- Prussian 
•army having arrived beloro tho Dannoweik 
—the chain of foriilieations that pruieci? 
*3chlc3wig — iiirjle llieii first bulligerent de- 
nio.islration iijiiiinst the Dajios at Alissumle. 
This place cumuiands the pass on the narrow- 
est part of tho Schlerj, a Oord whiob, with 
tho river Trecno, forms a strong lino of do- 
fence from the Raltic to the Gorman Ocean. 
The number ol Danes who occupied lliu four 
or live forts at MisHinde, ilid not cxceeil 
2,00c ; but they rnuintaiiud ihuir position 
well, repulsing tho seveial Prussian att.icks 
from the 2nd till the Sih. Their small torce 
was, however, ultimately obliged to give 
way, in order to prevent their rolrcai 
being cut off, as other portions ol tlio allietl 
army h^d Huceeoded in t-.ikiii.; Obor-Selk 
and lliu alrong ijusition ol ilie Koiiinsber^. in 
front of the D.inoewerk. Tho Danes, in 
Ibis lulter engagement, were attacked by the 
Austrian army oorps, who outnumbered 
them and drove tliem into the Dannowfrk. 
From this delenee lliey poured out a deler- 
mined firo on ilio Austriaiis, but wore ulti- 
mately obliged to retreat. The Prussian 
and Austrian lorces united, and pursued the 
enemy, who evacuated the towu uf Sohles- 
wig, nud fled along the road lo Flensburg 
Although in a Imrried rotrei t, Ihc Danes did 
more mi^■chief here tlKtii during tlvi attacks 
of the ttlliis ou Missniide or the Koiiigsburg. 
Hero and there along the road tlic pursuing 
forces were subjecied lo the galling firo of 
both the soldiers and the populaoe who had 
Iain in ambush in the forest. On approach" 
iDg a place called Oversee, the Austrians 
caitiB up with tho Danes, and the most 
sanguinary and desperate engagement that 
had }cl taken place ensued. The Danes oc 
cupied ground extreinely favorable to a re- 
treating army, and in turning at bay killed 
nd wounded over a Ihousaod of the enemy. 
The Prussian forces, however, here came up, 
and the tide of victory turned. Tmo Danes 
became so completely outnumbeicd, thai fears 
wore entertained by the Danish commander 
of Ihc safety ol his army. A saorifico had 
to be made. The mother had to throw her 
child to the rapacious wolves. The 1st Co- 
penhagen regimonl. with a daring probably 
oulyc<inalled by the famous lliglilaiul regi- 
m nl a' Waterloo, but not surpa-sod, threw 
ilacii ii|ion tiie Crriiian batteries, and enabled 
the other porliuu of tho Danish army tu 
effecf its retreat J but a regiment of bravj 
meii was socrifleed. On the 8ih Of February, 
or within six days ol the first atlucU on Miss- 
uude, the Austrians eiuered Fleiibburg. A 
delermiued resistance was here made by tho 
inliabitiiiii.s as well as by the soldiery, and 
tbo German troops sullered htfavilv ; but the 
place was at leogib taken, and the Prussians, 
the same doy, sat down belore Duppal. For 
SIX weeks they have now been bojoiging this 
lulier place, but beyuiul taking a lew oiit- 
ppfU. have made but little pro!.;re^s lowarils 
■lis rcducli'ju. Ill the iiieaii time the oilier 
portion of tho ullieil army has advanced 
north, cro»sed the frontier, and has got iiiio 
Denmark proper— a double breach o( faiih 
on tho pyit ol ilio (ierminn, who, Irorn the 
first have disclaimed all iiiierilion of iiilei- 
fering with the integrity ol Ihc Dai i=h king- 
dom. 

By the news publishetl in nnr yesterday's 
issue we see ihul this Nnrtbern army has com 
nienced to invest Fcoderioia. ' As Duppel 
and Fivdericia bid fair In have some liisiori- 
cal liiino in coniH'Cliou wilh the piesenl lius- 
tilities, it may lie ih well to give some slight 
deseriptiiiii rd ihese important fortified pcinls.

A 
continuous cbaiu of bills borders the penin 
BUhi on the main land side, anif forms llm 
position of Duppel, so called. Seven inde- 
pendent works upon the eresl of lliese heights 
and aimed v illi Ul() eaiinoii of the largest ca- i 
libre, prc.-eiil a Im riiidablu froat to the west, 
bearing at their cxircuioties on the sea, 
which is sufficiently deep at this spot 
to permit of vessels of war being 
ovailablo for the defence.
